INTERESTS AND PROBLEMS. I'M SURE THAT YOU WILL QUICKLY 
REALIZE THAT THEY ARE NOT ONLY BUSINESSMEN BUT 
INNOVATIVE EXPERTS IN THEIR FIELDS WITH KNOWLEDGE AND 
EXPERTISE IN THE VERY LATEST TECHNIQUES AND PRODUCTS.

ENCOURAGES CLOSER RELATIONS AMONG OUR PEOPLE. THESE 
ARE THE TRULY IMPORTANT GOALS AND OBJECTIVES OF THE 
COMMERCIAL POLICIES PURSUED BY OUR GOVERNMENTS. I AM 
PLEASED THAT WE HAVE ALWAYS SOUGHT TO APPLY THESE 
IDEAS TO OUR RELATIONSHIP. OUR TRADE HAS BEEN 
MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS AND PURSUED IN THE SPIRIT OF

WE SHOULD NOT BECOME COMPLACENT AND BASK IN THE

LY SMALL. GIVEN AMERICAN INDUSTRIAL AND TECHNICAL 
SOPHISTICATION AND INNOVATION, WHICH YOU SEE REPRESENTED 
HERE, WE SHOULD AND CAN DO BETTER. FURTHERMORE, WE 
MUST CONTINUE TO DIVERSIFY THE COMPOSITION OF OUR 
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EXPORTS TO POLAND. AGAIN, LOOKING AROUND YOU, YOU CAN 
SEE THAT AMERICAN PRODUCTS CAN SATISFY JUST ABOUT EVERY 

NEED OF POLAND'S MODERNIZING ECONOMY. THERE IS NO DOUBT 
IN MY MIND THAT AMERICAN PRODUCTS, TECHNOLOGY, AND
